“I dare not return,” said Butters, “as

Butters intends to present a claim 
for damages to the State Department 
and he is leaving soon for the United 
States.

Mackey, who is backed by the regular 
Republican organization headed by 
Senator-elect William S. Vare, and 
former Mayor J. Hampton Moore, who 
is leading a movement of independent 
Republicans to smash the organization. 
As Philadelphia is overwhelmingly Re- 
publican, the election of a Democratic 
mayor is a remote contingency, and in- 
terest, therefore, centers in the Re- | 
publican nomination fight. 

If Moore and his following should 
succeed in defeating the organization 
slate they would be in a position to 
make considerable trouble for the Vare 
organization in the election of dele- | 
gates to the Republican national con- 
vention next year. With Moore in of- 
fice the pick of the patronage would go 
to the antiVare faction and naturally 
would be employed to aid the election 
of delegates to the national conven- 
tion whom Vare could not deliver.

INTERCONNECTED POWER. 

The Blue and Gray have met again in 
amity, but this time it is the blue waters of 
the South which have joined hands with the 
gray smoke of the North for the welfare of 
both. Recently a switch was thrown at the 
Virginia-Carolina State line connecting 3,000,- 
000 horsepower of Southern hydroelectric en- 
ergy with over 7,000,000 horsepower of steam- 
made electricity from the North. 

More than a dozen independent power com- 
panies are involved in this huge intercon- 
nected system, which is admittedly merely the 
beginning of nation-wide availability of super- 
power. They have come to friendly agree- 
ment for the fair interchange of power among 
themselves in such a way as to make for more 
efficient operation of all. This means more 
reliable power service to every industry from 
Mobile and Atlanta to Chicago without added 

St, 

PURIFYING THE MILK SUPPLY. 

During the time that Congress was discussing 
the so-called ‘‘Grout-bill” to place a tax on oleo- 
margarine in order to prevent competition of 
that compound with the butter produced on the 
farms and in the creameries of the country, the: 
opponents of the proposition insisted that there 
was far more danger to human health to be 
feared from the use of milk, cream and butter 
from cows affected with tuberculosis than from 
the use of butter substitutes. Later, in the 
vear 1906, when the meat inspection law was 
placed on the statute books the question again 
arose as to the danger of the transmission of 
bovine tuberculosis to humans. But it was 
not until 1917 that Congress provided funds to 
aid the States in a determined effort to clean 
up the herds of the country and thus free milk 
from the possible taint of disease. 

In 1918 the total appropriation for this pur- 
pose was only $75,000, but the fund available 
has grown from year to year. In 1920 $500,- 
000 was made available, and in addition to 


that $1,000,000 was provided to indemnify the > 


owners of cattle whose herds were found to he 
affected and whose animals were ordered 
slaughtered. This large fund, however, was 
insufficient, and from year to year there has 
been a steady increase. For the current year 
the total made available to the Agriculture De- 
partment was $5,964,000. 

Since 1917 and up to the close of the fiscal 
year on June 30, 1926, the veterinarians of the 
Federal department, in cooperation with like 
officials of the States, had reported 1,008,741 
“reactors” in the herds tested. During the 
fiscal year 1927 9,700,176 animals were tested 
by these officials and reactors to the number of 
285,361 were discovered and condemned. Up 
to the lst of August of the present year 
claims for cattle which were condemned to the 
number of 207,830. had been filed with the de- 
partment. These animals were appraised all 
the way from an average of $39.47.in Idaho up 
to $214.74 for those condemned m Hawaii. 

It is interesting to note in this connection, 
too, that in the District of Columbia during the 
last fiscal year 22 herds, containing 669 ani- 
mals, were tested and only 2 reacted to the 
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free from the disease than those of the North, 
for whereas nearly 18 per cent of the cattle in 
Rhode Island and nearly 13 per cent in Massa- 
chusetts showed evidence of tubercular infec- 
tion, Georgia had only one-fifth of 1 per cent, 
Alabama three-tenths, Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas two-fifths and North Carolina only one-fifth 
of 1 per cent of the 103,000 animals examined. 

In the regulations issued by the department, 
payment to owners of animals condemned is 
authorized by law, but no payment is made to 
exceed one-third of the difference between the 
appraised value of an animal and its salvage 
value. No payment may exceed $25 for any 
grade animal or $50 fora pure-bred, notwith- 
standing in some instances the reactors have 
cost their owners $1,000 or more. But the 
health of the community is of far more im- 
portance than the loss to the dairyman, and 
this nation-wide cleansing-up campaign is serv- 
ing not only to rid the dairy herds of diseased 
animals but is teaching the dairyman the ne- 
cessity for cleanliness and sanitary surround- 
ings in barns and sheds, 


TREASURY LITERATURE. 


It is to be hoped that Treasury officials are 
not going to carry the proposed censorship of 
prohibition utterances into effect. There is 
for one thing the doctrine of free speech, which 
ought to apply equally as much to prohibition 
as to any other phase of current affairs. 
Already there has been too much of an effort 
to stifle discussion of the prohibition problem, 
especially the. views of those who questioned 
the wisdom and efficacy of the eighteenth 
amendment, 

It would, moreover, be a distinct loss 'o 
the literature of the Nation if a “gag” should 
be placed upon those connected with the en- 
forcement service. Some of the most delight- 
ful and humorous wchapters in contemporary 
history have been written by officials charged 
with putting the dry law into practice. The 
public may recall the literary efforts of Roy A, 
Haynes. No thriller equal to it has been pro- 
duced in some years. No such bribes had ever 
been heard of before as Haynes said had been 
offered to his agents. It was a spicy piece 
of fiction. 

Something would be lost, too, if Seymour 
W. Lowman should be forced to curtail his 
literary output. There was news and humor 
in his most recent offering. The pathos with 
which he described the passing of ‘Sweet 
Adeline,” “John Brown’s Body” and “Old 
Heidelberg” showed that he possesses a gifted 
pen. Most Governmental reports are prosaic 
and dull. Lowman put life into his ‘‘hand- 
outs.”” Talent such as his should be rewarded, 
not by censorship, but by additional printings, 


POLICE PROTECTION, 


The annual report of the Police Department, 
just made public, outlines a comprehensive 
plan for future action, and contains requests 
for additional personnel and equipment with 
which to combat criminal activity. Maj. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, and author of the 
report, believes that more men are needed, that 
new legislation along certain lines would add 
to efficiency in.enforcements, and that modern 
equipment, including armored machine 
guns and tear-gas bombs should be available to 
meet any type of emergency. 

The present authorized strength of the police 
force is 1,284 men, exclusive of those assigned 
to duty as special street railway 
policemen. As compared to other cities of 
approximately the same size, Washington 
stands close to the head of the list in the num- 
ber of its policemen. ' The demands for police 
service are increasing daily, however, and it 
is inevitable that the local force will have to be 
enlarged. Maj. Hesse believes that there 
work for 1,500 patrolmen, and that there 
should be, in addition, more detectives and 
motorcycle officers. 

Washington, thus far, has been fortunate 
that it has not experienced raids by bandit 
bands equipped with machine guns and other 
modern offensive weapons. No one knows, how- 
ever, when the Police Department will be called 
upon to struggle with such desperate criminals. 
It should, therefore, be equipped with armored 
cars, machine guns, tear bombs and every other 
modern weapon, and its members are entitled

| to the protection that such equipment affords. 


An efficient police department necessitates 
the expenditure of a considerable sum, but it 
is money well spent. Washington in the past 
has been well policed, but as the community 
grows, the problems involved in the protection 
of life and property are bound to increase, and 
it must be expected that the cost of maintaining 
the department also will mount. Maj. Hesse’s 
recommendations, if followed, will necessitate 
a considerable increase in appropriations, a 
matter of importance in view of the rapidly 
soaring cost of the municipal government... Con- 
citions obtaining elsewhere fully justify addi- 
tional money spent in this way. 


GASSING THE GANGSTER. 

It might be well for every bandit and hold- 
up man who contemplates a raid upon a bank, 
Or upon a paymaster of a manufacturing insti- 
tution, or in fact any enterprising bandit, 
whatever his line may be, before starting out 
on his professional work to watch out for the 
fountain pen. Ever since the discovery of 
tear gas it has been recognized as an effective 
weapon for use against the marauder. 

Today there are several companies in the 
United States making tear gas containers in 
all sorts of shapes and forms,’ the most in- 
genious of which appears to be the fountain 
pen. This implement looks exactly like its pro- 
totype, which decorates the pockets of so many 
men of today, but instead of being loaded with 
ink it contains a cartridge charged with ‘‘tear 
gas’’ which can be exploded by pressing the 
button. The gas does the rest, and the beauty 
of this method is that while the would-be burg- 
lar can be knocked out of commission at a dis- 
tance of 35 feet, and even from a-~-key hole, 
around the corner of a wall, or from behind a 
tree, the carrier of ‘the weapon discharged is 
in no danger of even temporary disturbance 
of his tear glands. 

Tear gas is now put up in such form that the 
cartridges containing it can be attached to 
doors and windows of a house which has been 
left vacant, and through connection with a six- 
cell battery will guard it against the intrusion 
of undesirables far more effectively than can 
be accomplished through the employment of a 


test. The Southern States generally are more | night watchman. The intruder is halted, and | 
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for some hours—frequently 24—he will be too 
busy mopping the moisture from his eyes to 
proceed with his depredations. But he will not 
be permanently injured, although he will never 
care to run against a second dose. Besides the 
devices for pockets in form of pens, and the 
inside protector with its electrical attachment, 
cartridges are now furnished which can be used 
in an ordinary shotgun, an automatic pistol, or 
in the smallest revolver. They are all said to 
be effective and are already in use by the police 
officers in a dozen different cities as well as by 
jewelers, merchants, bank cashiers, gas station 
owners, and the clerks in chain stores, the lat- 
ter having become particularly attractive to 
hold-up men within recent months. 


WORLD'S PETROLEUM. 


Just what will be the outcome of the attempt 
on the part of the oil producers of the United 
States to reach an agreement for the curtail- 
ment of production can not be ascertained at 
this time. A plan may be formed which will 
result in shutting down some of the wells of 


the larger corporations and this may relieve 
the situation to some extent, but it will be 
difficult to prevail upon the owners of small 
leases to shut down their source of income, 
especially such of them as are dependent upon 
a good showing in this respect to finance them- 
selves for further development. 

Whatever may be the result of the movement 
to conserve the oil in the earth in the United 
States, there is no indication that other coun- 
tries have any such altruistic designs. 

South America has rapidly forged toward 
the front as a crude oil producing country. In 
Colombia and Venezuela, particularly, de- 
velopment of ee oe is progressing at 
a rate equal to that which followed the first 
discovery of oil in Oklahoma, In fact, it is 
announced from Maracaibo that development 
there has been so rapid that within a year it 
is expected that upward of 1,000,000 barrels 
a day will be added to the world’s supply of 
crude oil from this one country alone. About 
one-half of the production of Venezuela is 
owned by the Dutch Shell interests, while 
British and German companies are also well 
represented among the operators. Operators 
from the United States have not been blind to 
the possibilities of this field, and already mil- 
lions of dollars of American capital have heen 
invested in Venezuela. 

On top of all this comes the report from the 
Bureau of Mines of the possible development 
of a promising field in Alaska. Russia is al- 
ready an important factor in the world’s sup- 
ply, with Mongolia and Siberia still to be heard 
from. It would appear that the danger of ex- 
haustion of the oil within the earth is ¢x- 
tremely remote, notwithstanding the fears so 
frequently expressed by inclined to 
pessimism.

FIXING CENTERS. 


The Geological Survey has had to relocate 
the center of industry in the United States. In 
1908, the center was on the northern boundary 
of Indiana, approximately 110 miles east of 
Chicago. In January, 1918, it was still on the 
boundary of Indiana, but had moved about 50 
miles nearer Chicago. In January, 1926, it had 
moved about 25 miles to the southwest of its 
previous position, and was about 50. miles 
southeast of Chicago. The total movement in 
a period of eighteen years was approximately 
75 miles in a west-by-south direction. 

The geographic center of the United States 
is near the center of the northern boundary of 
Kansas, and the center of population is in 
Owen county, southwestern Indiana. The cen- 
ter of industry, which is based on the capacity 


of steam engines, turbines, water wheels and 


internal combustion engines located in factor- 
ies and in public utility power plants, is 640 
miles east by north of the geographic center 
and about 170 miles due north of the center 
of population. 

An industry is most economically situated 
when the cost of transporting raw materials 
to it, plus the cost of distributing manufactured 
products to the consumer, is as low as possible. 
Location in a center of population is most de- 
sirable, provided that the cost of hauling raw 
materials is not excessive, or, conversely, loca- 
tion at the source of supply of raw materials is 
advantageous, provided that cost of transport- 
ing the finished product is not excessive. The 
fact that the center of industry lies compara- 
tively close to the center of population, and 
seems to be drawing closer to it, is indicative 
of the workings of the inflexible economic laws 
of distribution. Eventually, it may quite pos- 
sibly be that the two centers will almost coin- 
cide.

the country have come complaints against these 
persons who ship unsolicited goods ‘‘on ap- 
proval” to their victims and expect the re- 
cipient to go to the trouble of returning the 
neckties, socks or shirts—neckties being the 
most popular bait—if they are not wanted. 

It is not so much because of the desire of 
the department to protect the public that steps 
are to be taken to stop the practice. Many of 
the recipients of the unwanted merchandise, 
growing tired of the persistency of the would- .

The department declines from now on to 
act aS the collection agency, although it will 
still carry C, O. D. parcels at the customary 
rates. Nor will legitimate houses be deprived 
of the privilege of sending goods on approval 
to their customers. This practice has grown 
to large proportions with the mail order firms, 
but their goods are invariably sent in response 
to the requests of customers. It is against the 
concerns which ‘‘take a chance” to sell their 
goods to people who never heard of the dealers,

ARRESTS IN MOVIE 
“LOCATION” FIGHT 


Managers of Rival Concerns 
Taken; Armed Men Guard 
Disputed Site. 


Cedar City, Utah, Sept. 11 (A.P.).— 
The first arrests in connection with the 
controversy between rival film compa- 
nies for a virgin “location” in the 
mountains in southern Utah were made 
following am altercation in the lobby 
of the Cedar City Hotel.

Dullness Marks Week’s Trad- 


ing in Listed Issues; Money 
Situation Easy. 


FOREIGN SECTION IS QUIET 


New York, = 11 (By the Associ- 
ated Press).—Behind the extreme dull- 
ness of the listed bond market last 
week was a colorful of con- 
siderable interest. The announcement 
of terms of the new Treasury financing, 
oversubscription and closing the 


books 
of the §600,000,000 securities involved 


therein, and the further revival of the 
new offerings market were among the 
incidents which gave the bond situa- 
tion an appearance of new life and 
presaged a fall of activity in the mort- 
gage trade. 

It ls perhaps significant that the re- 
newal of the flow of now issues finds 
the market in a large measure pared. 
The glut of fresh material, which 

roved a severe handicap during the 
ate spring and until July reinvestment 
funds began thelr curative process, has 
been practically cleared away, so that 
dealers’ shelves provide ample space 


-|for the reception of bonds now coming 


on the market. That the situation is 
hoalthy is exemplified by the readiness 
with which the new offerings of the 
past two weeks have been absorbed at 
good prices, 

Easy money conditions, of course, 
were behind the quick welcome which 
the market accorded the new flow of 
bonds. Attesting this, and foreshadow- 
ing a protracted period of low money 
rates, was the Federal Government of- 
fering of $250,000,009 three to five-year 
securities at 3% per cent, and a like 
amount of six months notes at 3 per 
cent. Although there had been 
shadowy expectations here and there 
that the Treasury might obtain terms 
even lower, or that a long-term issue 
might appear, the response of the mar-

Dullness Marks Week’s Trad- 
ing in Listed Issues; Money 
Situation Easy. 


FOREIGN SECTION IS QUIET 


New York, Sept. 11 (By the Associ- 
ated Press).—Behind the extreme dull- 
ness of the listed bond market last 
week was a colorful background of con- 
siderable interest. The announcement 
of terms of the new Treasury financing, 
oversubscription and closing the books 
of the $500,000,000 securities involved 
therein, and the further revival of the 
new offerings market were among the 
incidents which gave the bond situa- 
tion an appearance of new life and 
presaged a fall of activity in the mort- 
gage trade. 

It is perhaps significant that the re- 
newal of the flow of new issues finds 
the market in a large measure prepared. 
The glut of fresh material, which 
proved a severe handicap during the 
late spring and until July reinvestment 
funds belign their curative process, has 
been practically cleared away, so that 
dealers’ shelves provide ample space 
for the reception of bonds now coming 
on the market. That the situation is 
healthy is exemplified by the readiness 
with which the new offerings of the 
past two weeks have been absorbed at 
good prices. 

Easy money conditions, of course, 
were behind the quick welcome which 
the market accorded the new flow of 
bonds. Attesting this, and foreshadow- 
ing a protracted period of low money 
rates, was the Federal Government of- 
fering of $250,000,000 three to five-year 
securities at 314 per cent, and a like 
amount of six months notes at 3 per 
cent. Although there had _ been 
shadowy expectations here and there 
that the Treasury might obtain terms 
even lower, or that a long-term issue 
might appear, the response of the mar- 
ket indicated that bond dealers were 
not disappointed. Investment buying 
continued and in some _ instances 
showed a gratifying acceleration follow- 
ing the Washington announcement. 

Prices, however, moved in a_ hori- 
zontal line, just under the year’s peak

in the majority of cases, and fractional 
recessions here and there were easily 
traced to profit-taking operations. 

That the recent increase in volume 
of new offerings has been no “flash in 
the pan” is indicated by a survey of 
loans now in the and due to 
reach the market within a week or 
two. The bulk comprises public utility 
financing, the largest piece in actual 
sight being a loan of $30,000,000 to the 
Cities Service Power & Light Co. More 
remote, but yet reported on the way is 
an issue of $70,000,000 for the New 
York Light & Power Co. in connection 
with an ambitious consolidation plan. 
September 15 will see the opening of 
bids for a group of issues aggregating 
nearly $20,000,000 of City of Detroit 
bonds. 

Foreign loans in the course of nego- 
tiations have shown, on the surface at 
least, only nominal progress. The 
French refunding operatica is not like- 
ly to come to a head before the end 
of the year. and various Polish, Italian 
and other European loans are still mat- 
ters of the future. One of the German 
loans, an issue of $25,000,000 for the 
Deutsch Bank, has been purchased by 
an American syndicate for offering 
within a short time. 

August, with new offerings aggregat- 
ing more than $375,000,000, doubled the 
record of the same month of last year, 
and ran far ahead of July, 1927. Last 
week’s total fell short of the $110,000,- 
000 aggregate established in the pre- 
ceding week, and compared with ap- 
proximately $53,000,000 in the first 
week of September last year. 


Washington Bankers 
Off for Convention 


Several Washington bankers left yes- 
terday for West Baden, Ind., to attend 
the twelfth annual convention of the 
Financial Advertisers Association, which 
opens a three-day session there today.

Wallace Beery, as Bos’n, Does 
Fine Work, but Frigate - 
Seems Small. 


DEPICTS LIFE OF SAILOR 


The much touted and eagerly an- 
ticipated Paramount product “Old | 


Ironsides” was launched at the National | 
Theater last night and at last reports | 
she had weathered the bullets of the 
enemy and was headed once more [o- 
ward these shores. 

When Laurence Stallings conceived 
the story of “Old Ironsid.s” it is barely 
possible that he was in no mood for 
a “What Price Glory”—there is a rea- 
son: In “Glory” there was the stark 
tragedy of the war, a war in which 

tallings had fought; in “Old Ironsides” 
he was purely a fictionist—and fiction- 
ists sometimes let their ideas wander 
off into the field of superlatives. Thus, 
“Old Ironsides,” with a Hollywood 
dressing, is simply°a sea story of fine 
proportions enacted by a cast of some 
distinction. 

The boys who are well up on such 
things as directing continuity, and 
all that sort of thing, also have 
the key to the vault wherein is hous- 
ed the old hokum bucket—and this 
said bucket was given a great task in 
the filming of “Old Ironsides.” 

The story, from a patriotic stand- 
point, is perfect. There are enough 
copies of the starry banner filmed to 
make even the most dyed-in-the-wool 
patriot become a bit exhausted because 
of cheering. And there is a scene or 
two that deserves a bit of critical at- 
tention before passing on to the next 
phase of the production. 

The story tells of two sailormen and 
@ landlubber who are shipmates on 
the Esther, a Salem privateer. They 
for Naples, are captured by 
| the pirates of Tripoli and escape long 
enough to get away in a dory but not 
before the landlubber takes a few mo- 
of the valuable time to make 


on a boat in the harbor. All this is, | 


very nice—but it is hardly probable 
that such might have happened be- 
neath the barking guns of a pirate 
fortress. So much for this phase of 
the story—the next concerns the actual!

The battle scene is, really, a very 
outstanding piece of cinematography. 
It is seldom, indeed, that such a mass- | 
ive scene is translated to celluloid, and 
this alone brings a bit of balm to the 
customers, who have anticipated this 
“Old Ironsides” so keenly. 

The statement may be made, in 
fairness, that the current Offering at 
the National purely and simply 
It is a good picture—in- 
teresting—and highly saturated with 
the elements calculated to bring joy to 
the advocate of spectacle—but it is no 
“Big Parade.” 

Those who are given the parts in “Old 
Ironsides” seem to have been chosen 
with some care and diligence. Wallace 
Beery, now coming to the fore in the 
ranks of comedians, virtually walks 
away with a good one-half of the pic- 
ture. His Bos’n measures up with 
some of the finest contributions he has 
yet made to the cinema. George Ban- 
croft, Beery’s foil, also makes a narae 
for himself in the realm of comics. The 
boy featured is Charles Farrell and does 
as well as can be expected. Esther 
Ralston plays opposite him, and her 
lot seems to be that of being pretty. 
Charles Hill Mailes makes an excellent 
characterization of Cap. Preble, and 
Johnny Walker is excellent as Stephen 
Decatur. A colored gentleman, George 
Godfrey, made an excellent cook. 

Taken all in all, “Old Ironsides” 1s 
a spectacular picture. It gives one a 
faithful insight into the times of Jeffer- 
son, when the seas were a paradise for 
the Barbary corsairs. It depicts the life 
of the sailor man with some faithful- 
ness, and, also, it contains a love story 
of some small interest. It will appeal to 
those who like spectacle, but the 
ancient frigate is far from the whopper 
most of us hoped she'd be.

AVIATION ESSENTIALS

school, They are eager to fly, and fly 
they do after a course at tWe aviation 


+school which is conducted at the Hoo- 


ver Field ~ the Potomac Flying Service, 
Inc. 

From the time that the students first 
begin their ground training until that 
moment when they take the “joystick” 
in their own hands and complete their 
first “solo,” these youths and men are 
possessed with but one ambition and 
that is to pit their own brain and 
daring against the elements of the 
upper air. 

The attraction holds for older men 
as well as for youth. All seem to feel 
that desire for the wide open spaces 
and the desire to fly alone. 

The flying field is located on the 
road to Arlington a short distance be- 
yond Highway Bridge. It is both a 
passenger carrying enterprise and an 
aviation school. Washingtonians and 
their visitors are taken aloft for a 
view of a fairy village, peopled by pyg- 
mies, with little trains and street cars 
wending their way in and out of tiny 
streets. 

The field is best known for its sight- 
seeing business, but to the aspirants 
for the coveted flying certificate it has 
but one purpose—to train earth- 
weary mortals to pilot an airplane. 


Ground Training Thorough. 


The course begins with a thorough 
grounding in the essentials of aviation 
and in the air traffic regulations set 
forth by the Department of Commerce. 
This theoretical work is given by Lieut. 
Edward Rounds, who is in charge of 
the flight test section at the Naval Air 
Station. Lieut. Rounds, who is a civil- 
ian employe, also lectures to the Naval 
Reserve. His course includes theory of 
flight, a simplified history of aviation, 
map reading, navigation and other kin- 
dred subjects. This course takes about 
a week. 

Upon completion of the ground 
course the student is then advanced to 
the thrill of riding in an airplane and 
at last to piloting one himself. Later 
he drops his instructor and for 
first time takes his plane aloft for solo 
flying. The flight instructors are Lowell | 
S. Harding and Stewart Reiss. Harding 
is chief pilot and general manager of 
the field. He took his flying instruc- 
tion with the Army at Dayton, Ohio, 
in 1917. He had approximately 1,500)

States Bureau of Agricultural Eco 
nomics will begin inspecting field seeds 
in commerce to verify their origin and 
identity, it was announced yesterday. 

Approximately $15,000,000 worth of 
farm seed will pass under Governmen! 
Supervision during the _ first year 
through this method, W. A. Wheelei 
chief marketing specialist of the ha 
feed and seed division, stated, and will 
assure the farmer of getting the grade 
of seeds claimed. About 50 independent 
dealers and farm cooperatives have an- 
plied for the service, which will be 
given for a sum, sufficient only to meet 
the expense of inspection.
